From Fort Abraham Lincoln to Fort 


Solly, both on the upper Missouri river, is • 
bee line of 160 milts, but the distance M • 
rider ha* to make it is folly 200 miles. It is 
on record that the first dispatch passing be- 
twean those peats was carried in my pocket, 
and that at a time when hostile Indians al- 
most besieged both fort*. It was on this 
ride, and about forty mile* above Sully, that 
a strange incident occurred. 
From Fort 


Union to Tankton, a distance of 600 miles, 
the Missouri runs along a chain of moun- 
tains ou the east, while on the west there if 
scarcely a hill to be found. While the rout* 
down the eart bank is naturally more diffi- 
cult, it is also more sheltered, and that la the 
route I took on the occasion referred to. 
While there were plenty of Indians in the 
mountains and in the mountain valleys, 
there vrere none of them on the plains, and 
toy Journey was considered such a forlorn 
hope that wagers were made at Fort Lincoln 
that I would never be heard of again. 


ABNEB JOHNSON'S MULE. 


I had a mustang which had traveled over 


more of the country than any man living, 
and in all matters pertaining to frontier lit* 
he was as well posted as four men out of five. 
Armed with a Winchester and revolver, and 
rather proud to be the one selected out of 
five scoot* to make the tnp, I left Fort Lin- 
coln just at dusk one evening ta July and 
proceeded five miles down the river before 
crossing over. A reconnaissance in force a 
day or two before had driven the hostile* 
back, but I might count on finding them 
within seven or eight miles. I had scarcely 
forded the river when a mul*, which had evi- 
dently beta in hiding ia a thicket near by, 
came forward with a low whinny, and ap- 
peared greatly pleased to see us. 


A brief inspection proved that he belonged 


to a scout named Abner Johnson, who had 
been dispatched from Fort Lincoln to Fort 
Ransome, 130 mile* to the east, ten or twelve 
days before. The saddle WBJ ia place, 
blanket, coffee pot and other articles secured 
as usual, and the bridle was intact. I was 
satisfied that Johnson had been shot from 
the saddle. Nothing could have induced the 
mule to run away from him while alive. 
The aatimiJ, as I figured it, was making for 
the fort, and was about fording the stream 
when the noise of our passage alarmed him, 
and he hid himself to see whether it was 
friend or enemy. I sought to drive him into 
the water and on his way, but he was deter- 
mined to accompany me, and, after finding 
him obstinate, I slipped the iron bit out of 
his mouth, that he might snatch at the grass, 
and rode off, with him a close follower. 


I did not intend to travel far that night, 


the main object being to get beyond the hos- 
tile lines and take an early start next morn- 
ing. Up to the time of crossing the river my 
mustang's feet had been muffled with oat 
socks, so that he could leave no trail. There 
had been no rain for two or three weeks, and 
no living Indian could have traced me. 
Once across the stream 1 removed the bags. 
I should leave a plain trail, but must there- 
after trust to luck and my own sagacity. It 
was a starlight night, and as I rode forward 
I rooted up a dear or other wild game every 
fifty yards. This satisfied me that no Indians 
were near, and I continued my ride until 
midnight By this time I was at least twenty 
miles below the fort, and I went into camp 
to wait for daylight Going into camp con. 
aisted of unsaddling the two animals, rolling 
myself in a blanket and plumping down at 
the roots of a cottonwool I was asleep in 
five minutes, and when I opened my eyes it 
was daylight 


A EIOH OLD TIME. 


The nn|r"n1° were close at hand, and each 


had his nose in the air and was scenting likt, 
a dog. I was hardly on my feet before! 
smelled flre. There was a light breeze blowing 
op the valley, and the camp fire was below 
me, or in the direction I proposed to go. 1 
moved into the belt of timber and began to 
crawl forward for an observation, and after 
going about a quarter of a mile I saw th. 
smoke. I waited five minutes before advanc- 
ing nearer, but seeing no movement I crept 
forward. I saw the body of a white man ly- 
ing on the ground under the trees. I knew 
it was by the dress, and now, thinking I had 
come upon a government scout or some whit* 
hunter, I rose up and advanced into the camp. 
No man ever made a more appalling dis- 
covery. It was the body of Abner Johnson, 
dead and terribly mutilated, and between 
him and the river, a distance of twenty feet, 
lay th* dend bodies of nine Indian warriors, 


While a glance sufficed to prove that thej 


were dead, it took me some time to satdsf j 
myself as to the cause. I finally found a stone 
bottle holding about two quarts, which I re- 
membered to have seen in Johnson's posses- 
sion. It had contained whisky, but was now 
empty. The posture of the bodies was prool 
that every warrior had died of poison, but 1 
did not know until a month later that John- 
son fixed up the dose before leaving Fort 
Ransome on his return. He seemed to have 
a presentiment that he would be captured, 
and he bought two quarts of whisky and 
dosed it with strychnine, knowing that it 
would surely revenge him. 


Johnson had evidently been driven out oi 


hi* direct course. As I saw by scouting ovei 
the ground hewasweU in the lead of hit 
nine pursuers when a chance shot from a 
rifle struck him in the right hip and tumbled 
him from his saddle. His mule had gone on, 
and the Indians had gone into camp to tor- 
ture the wounded man. They had cut off hit 
left ear, gashed his cheeks, severed three OT 
four toes and inflicted other cruelties, when 
the poison which they bad imbibed in th« 
whisky began to work. 


There) must have been a high old tim« 


among them for half an hour, during which 
interval the prisoner probably bled to death. 
Johnson's eyes were wide open, and if the 
eyes of the dead can reflect anything his 
surely reflected exultation. The ponies of 
th* Indians were in a grassy dell a quarter oi 
a mile away, and each was hobbled. It 
seemed an awful wicked thing to do, but I 
approached each one in turn and drove my 
knife to his heart Then I gathered up sad- 
dle* and blankets and lariats and flung them 
into the river. I took the rifles, tomahawks, 
knives, wampum and head dresses of the nine 
warriors and made up a load for the mule, 
and after covering Johnson1* body with brush 
and stones to keep it from the vultures I 
went forward on my journey, which wai 
completed without a further incident worth 
mentioning.—San Francisco Examiner.

Principle* of Economy. 


Wathlngtonlans who are In the habit of 


drawing their ideas of economy from long 
theoretical dissertations c#i that subject, or 
attempting, with wizzard like adroitness to 
attain astonishing results in cooking from the 
manifold intricacies of a French chef• remi- 
niscences, can find some striking bits of infor- 
mation from a bird's eye view of the kitchen 
of a hustling Washington restaurant when 
the city is filled with visitors. Indeed, there 
is a good deal to learn when "all is quiet 
along the Potomac," and the capital city is 
slowly moving on in the even tenor of its 
way. 
Take a seat at one of the slippery mar- 


ble top tables, call for and cast an eye over 
the inspiring bill of fare placed on the cold, 
business like slab before you. 


Here you see four or five kinds of soup done 


up in the purest and most stylish French an- 
nouncement: "Potage a la puree de pomines 
de terre," "potage au riz," "potage anx con- 
somme auz ceufs poches," etc., etc. There 
are also on the list many kinds of fish, half a 
dozen assorted roasts, all kinds of vegetables 
kaown to agricultural science, any number 
of made dishes;, pies, puddings and pastries to 
suit any fastidious palate. 


Looking over the bill of fare with the wait- 


er bending attitudinally with a patronizing 
hauteur over your shoulder, one hand on the 
table, the other on the back of the chair, one, 
who did not know, would imagine that to 
prepare and keep this immense list of eata- 
bles, or the materials subject to order, would 
require an extensive range, numerous coola 
of high and low degree, plenty of room anc 
space, and as much crockery as may befounc 
in any one of our leading queensware estab- 
lishments. 


It ia perfectly natural and excusable, there- 


tore, to be surprised when this delusion is 
dispelled and the cold fact laid bare that the 
entire culinary department is usually no 
larger, if not much scalier, than many of 
the kitchens of small families in Washing- 
ton, and that generally one cook, with an 
alleged dish washer oi1 two, comprises the 
entire catering outfit 


Peep through the opening made by a bro- 


ken slat in the swinging door or the dit 
punched in the time honored screen, which 
are used for concealing the inner workings 
from the outer world. Hero comes a waiter 
lighting and scrambling through of his kind, 
yelling out: "One vegetable soup." See the 
Japanese juggler of edibles deftly slide the 
lid from a largo boiler of clear soup made 
from the bones and scraps of beef, mutton, 
chicken, veal, etc. Whether these bones 
have b«en picked once by the customer at 
the tables in front or not is a question no one 
should insist upon being answered. This is a 
time when one must have a large bank ac- 
count of blind faith to draw upon. Out of 
this boiler the chef secures the desired amount 
of clear soup and into it he pops in quick 
succession a little dab from each pot of a 
row of boiled vegetables. He gives thia a 
vigorous stir, and presto I pours into the 
plate your vegetable soup. 


Is it consomme you wish. If so, he pours 


Into this clear stock some brown thickening 
fluid and there yon are. If macaroni, a pot 
of boiled macaroni is at hand, and he forks a 
few strings into the same clear stock. A big 
tin can of condensed ox tail soup stands on a 
bandy shelf and a spoonful of this lends it! 
flavor if that kind is wanted. A little thick- 
ening and a kidney from another pot makes 
a kidney stew in short order. A good deal 
ot rice, some thickening and a handful of 
curry powder and you have your curry. 
And so on. 


See him wield that magio wand, which 


looks so much like the carving knife we all 
use at home. Roast lamb and roast mutton 
come from the same joint at its touch, or by 
the aid of a peculiar sauce and some jelly a 
slice of venaon will lay before you. Veal is 
veal, or it is chicken for salad, or turkey for 
fricasse, or rabbit for stew, or it is lamb for 
pie, just as he desires and the order demands. 


As for the matter of desserts the plum pud- 


ding and fruit cake are the same, except one 
is served hot with sauce and the other is cold. 
The boiled rice used for the curry or rice soup 
with milk, sugar and a little nutmeg becomes 
rice pudding instantly. Tapioca and sago 
come out of the same dish for furnishing all 
the improved concoctions of those two pala- 
table articles. 


Thus he goes ahead with cunning ingenuity, 


never at a loss to furnish promptly any dish 
on the bill of fare, no matter whether there it 
a particle of the desired article in store or not 
There is one thing, however, among a few 
others, and a few only, which defies his crafti- 
ness, and that is the boiled egg. When "o 
boiled" is called for, a boiled egg, pure and 
simple, is the only thing that will answer. 
No let t-over-from-Easter, China or painted 
wooden substitute can fill the bill. But then 
the yolk of an egg can impart to his greasy 
looking white butter a beautiful golden hue 
and enter into other magical combinations 
with him which go a great way toward ex- 
tenuating its refusal to be imitated in a boiled 
capacity.—Washington Star.

Tha movement for a uuion o£ tha fivo 


ItepublicB of Central America is in line 
with political progress in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
It ii in recognition of the 


principle that "in union there ii strength.1' 
Split up into distinct States having sepa 
rate and more or less antagonistic inter- 
ests, peaceful relations between the Cen 
tral American Republics has been preserved 
with no little difficulty, wtiilo the loist fav- 
ored ot them have safferol in prosperity 
from the competition of the superior re 
ssurces aud advautagisof tha others. Tha 
more far-seeing statessaeu hiuo long seen 
that in order to insure a vigorous develop- 
ment ol all, as well as to sccare a political 
influence that would be felt nu3 to main- 
tain peaceful relations, u union of tho fhe 
Republics on a sound basis was necessity. 


Such a plan had been periodically dis- 


cussed many timas sinca the division of 
Central America, but it remained for Pres- 
ident Barillos, o! Guatemala, to give the 
movement for nniou practical form aud vi- 
tality. At the meeting o£ n diet composed 
of delegates from the five Republics last 
September tho representatives of Guate- 
mala were instructed to submit to that de- 
liberative body a scheme of union which, 
while leaving unimpaired the sovereign 
rights of each of the States, should pro- 
claim the Republic of Central America as n 
single political entity. This provisional 
compact received the approval of all the 
members of the diet, but it encountered a 
great deal of opposition from ambitious 
politicians who saw that such n union 
might interfere with tue success of their 
personal aspirations. President Barrillos 
was an especial object of detraction and a 
conspiracy was organized for his overthrow, 
but was promptly crushed and the leaders 
summarily punished. Tho discussion of 
the question ol union has since been ac- 
tively carried on and according to Wash- 
ington dispatches the Central American 
delegates to the Pan-American Congress are 
receiving assuring advices from their home 
Governments concerning the success of the 
movement. 


The anion of the five Central American 


Republics would be a consummation ol 
great interest to the United States. 
It 


could not fail to verj much simplify the 
problem of closer commercial relations 
with that portion of the hemisphere, and 
ia the rapid 
development of Central 


America—which it is reasonable to expect 
would follow such a union—we should find 
a growing market there for our mauufao- 
tures and such other of oar products as the 
people should require. The movement still 
encounters opposition, but the advices in- 
dicate th'it this is growing feebler, and the 
best observers believe that when the ques- 
tion is finally submitted to the action of 
the people the plan of union will be over- 
whelmingly indorsed.

WISDOM ON SILVER. 


Be Make* Some Roundabout Suggestions 


•Which Will not Meet With a Storm 
of Enthusiasm In the West. 


WASKINQTON, Dec. 4.—In bis annual re- 


port Secretary of tha Treasury Windom 
discusses the silver question at great 
length, and makes the following recom- 
mendations in pluce of tho various pro- 
posed plans as to the increased or free 
coinnga of silver dollars: 


lasus Treasury notes eg-iimt deposits 


of silver bullion at the nmket prica of sil- 
ver when deposited, paj able on demand, 
in such quantities of silver bullion us will 
equal in Talus at the date of presentation 
the cumber of dollars expressed on the face 
of the notes &t the market price of silver or 
in gold, at the option of the Government, 
or in silver dollars, at the option of the 
holder, and repeal tho compulsory features 
of the present Coinage Act. 


The proposition is briefly this: To open 


tho Mints or the United States to the free 
deposit of silver, the market value of the 
same not to exceed 51 for 412% grains of 
standard silver at the time of deposit, to be 
paid in Treasury notes; said notes to be 
redeemable in the quantity o£ silver which 
could be purchased by the number of dol- 
lars expressed on the face of the notes at 
the time presented for payment, or in gold, 
at the option of the Government, and to 
be receivable for customs, taxes and all 
public dues, and when so received they 
may be reissued, and such notes, when 
hold by any National Banking Association 
shall bo counted as a part of its lawful re- 
serve.

Associate Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Conrt, is about fifty years old and a 
native ef Smyrna, Asia Minor. His father, 
Rev. Joaiah Brewer, was a missionary to 
that country when tho Justice was born, 
bat returned to this country when David 
was three years old. The appointee gradu- 
ated from Yale College, by a strange coin- 
cidence, in the same class with Judge 
Brown, of Detroit, nnd John Masoo Brown, 
of Kentucky, both of whom were promi- 
nently named in coanection with the np- 
pointment 
After many years of study of 


the law in New York, Brewer removed to 
Kansas, where he early took a prominent 
plaos in his profession. 
He served two 


terms of six years each on the bench of 
the Supreme Conrt of that State and had 
entered upon his th'rJ term when Presi- 
dent Arthur appointed him Judge of the 
Eight Judicial Circuit, to succeed Geo. W. 
McCrary. Justice Brewer ia a nephew of 
Justice Stephen J. Field, his mother hav- 
ing been a icembsr of the famous Field 
family. 
His appointment is generally well 


received.

ligions Laws and Those on 


OUT Statute Books. 


The Blair Sunday bill and religious edu- 


cation amendment were smothered in the 
last Congress, but they will certainly be 
resuscitated in some form ear!y ic the next 
session. There will be but a short respite, 
ic which the people may acquaint them- 
stlvos with the religions and constitu- 
tional questions at issue.

and the civil law, the human institution, 
that the discrimination ^should be made 
and where the distinction exists. The in- 
tent of religious legislation is declared in 
the language of its defenders to be the 
es^blishment of laws "forthe suppression 
of immorality.'' In this they confound the 
immorality which is sin against God with 
that immorality which is ciime against 


man.

sinful, but besides being immoral, murder 
and robbery ore crimes which tbe civil law 
takes cognizance of for the protection of 
saciety. 
The murderous thoughts which 


exisb before, and leads to, the taking of 
ii iman life, is immoral, a breaking of the 
moral law; the oovetousness which impels

law, man's civil law, take notice of those 
impulses of the heart' When does the in- 
fraction of the moral law come within the 
jurisdiction of the moral law? Clearly 
when the sinful impulse has become an 
overt act, which works injury or injustice 
to the criminal's neighbor, and then, mani- 
festly, the civil law only steps in for the 
protection of the neighbor, and by the 
necessity of the case cannot usurp the 
place of the Eternal Judge and law-giver 
and mete out and administer to the iniqni- 
lions the due and final penalty of his deeds. 
The watchword oi the religious legislation 
is "Christ the ruler of the world," but 
Christ said. 
"The manthat looketh upon

adultery with her already in his heart." 
Adultery is punishable by imprisonment. 
If then Christ 11 ruler and there is no dis- 
tinction between civil and moral law, who 
will build penitentaries to hold the crimi- 
nals, and from whence shall Judge and 
jury be drawn to decide these cases. 
"Let 


him that is without sin cast the first stone." 
The civil law cannot consider Iho iminorolny 
until by the overt criminality it beC"'neB « 
civil crime, Where then does the civil law 
have concmrent jurisdiction with the Al- 
mighty in legislating upon the ruler of 
conduct contained in "Thou shall have no 
other Gods before me," "Thou shall not 
take the came of the Lord tby God in 
vain," or, "Remember the Sabbath Day to 
keep it holy," or, "Honor thy father and 
thy mother," or, "Thon shall not covet." 
Here is the distinction between the moral 
and the civil law.
